Ithas been amended, patched, eked out in order 
19 meet the exigencies that have grown out of in- 
creased poverty or the alteration in the phases of 
want arising from the altered relations of industry 
under freedom of competition. Its provisions have 
been extended, and new provisions ereated in some 
measure to correct the atrocities that had become 
too many even for public decency under the manage- 
men of irresponsible boards. We have long been wait- 
ing for that equalised rate over the entire metropolis 
which would so greatly help to relieve the burden 
under which the poorer neighbourhoods suffer. Asa 
compromise in this direction, we have this year begun 
under an equalised rate, it is true; but that rate is 
only for the cost of indoor relief. This is chargeable 
to the rates which are to be equally adjusted all over 
London; and the tendency of such an arrange-

SCHOOL EXCURSIONS IN SWITZERLAND. 


AN EXAMPLE TO ENGLAND 


is given by Switzerland in her admirable school 
system, as well as her army system, to which the 
Times has called attention. There is nothing done 
in Switzerland without reference to some outdoor 
festival. The lungs of that free people réquire con- 
stant expansion with fresh air before they can accom- 
plish any important work; and they so thoroughly 
believe in the virtues of exercise and the necessity for 
the healthy body to co-operate with the well- 
balanced .mind, that even their schools and colleges 
make hardy physical effort a part of the regular 
training, and hold some of their most useful teaching 
to be that which is given far away from towns and 
For some years school 
excursions, which may be called 


INTELLECTUAL HOLIDAYS, 


in accordance with thé system advocated by Dr. 
Guillaume, of Neufchitel, in his work entitled 
“L Hygiène Scolaire." Іп this book, which has 
already been translated into four languages, the 
learned doctor recommends the institution of annual 
school holidays, to be granted to the pupils who have 
distinguished themselves by assiduity and progress in 
their studies, and to be accorded to the most indus- 
trious, in place of the prizes which have been recently 
discontinued in many of the Swiss colleges. т 

Іп 1864 Dr. Guillaume, assisted by several рго- 
fessors and tutors, carried out by example the system 
which he had previously advocated, and with very 
marked success. Since that experiment the courses 
have been very generally adopted, and are said to 
have been of signal advantage, as promising to 
become the normal completion of the collegiate 
curriculum. 

THE ITINERARY 


is decided on by а committee, who publish the names 
of the various spots to be visited during the ex- 
cursion, and at the same time make known to the 
pupils the various articles necessary for the journey, 
and the objects intended to engage their atten- 
tion during the time. The holiday is generally 
fixed for the end of June, and the party assembles 
dressed in а kind of easy half-military сов- 
tume, with knapsacks, but armed only with stout 
Sticks.

THE SEA-SERPENT AGAIN, 


A CORRESPONDENT (in America) informs us of an im- 
portant capture, in the shape of the dreaded sea- 
serpent.
